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DETAILED ACTION 



Reason for allowance 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Claims 1-29 and 31-32 are considered allowable since the prior made of record and 
considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed 
limitations. Hayase et al.(U.S. Patent No. 5962581) and Joubert et al (EP 0942330A1), taken 
individually or in combination, do not teach a semiconductor processing method, comprising: a 
layer of material is deposited over a semiconductive wafer substrate. Some portions of the layer 
are exposed to energy while other portions are not exposed. The exposure to energy alters 
physical properties of the exposed portions relative to the unexposed portions. After the portions 
are exposed, the exposed and unexposed portions of the layer are, subjected to common 
conditions. The common conditions are effective to remove the material and comprise a rate of 
removal that is influenced by the altered physical properties of the layer. The common conditions 
remove either the exposed or unexposed portions faster than the other of the exposed and 
unexposed portions. After the selective removal of the exposed or unexposed portions, and while 
the other of the exposed and unexposed portions remains over the substrate, the wafer is cut into 
separated die.
